ERNEST K. LINDLEY 

Ernest K. Lindley, one of America’s greatest journalists, 
has covered the Washington scene for over a quarter of a cen- 
tury, having covered every national political campaign since 
1924. During this time he has traveled extensively around 
the world on other important news assignments. 

In 1950, Mr. Lindley received the Overseas Press Club 
Award for television news interpretation; in 1956, he was 
presented the Distinguished Alumni Award by Indiana Uni- 
versity ; in 1957, he was given the Overseas Press Club Award 
for best American Press interpretation of foreign affairs. 
Mr. Lindley is also the holder of several other notable awards, 
among them a Chubb Fellowship to Timothy Dwight College 
at Yale University, Norway’s St. Olav Medal and a Doctor of 
Letters degree from Long Island University. 

Mr. Lindley was educated at Indiana University, the Uni- 
versity of Idaho and Oxford University, where he was a 
Rhodes Scholar. While in college he edited a small-town 
daily, and upon his return from England in 1924 took a 
position with The Wichita (Kansas) Beacon. Later that year 
he joined the staff of The New York World and worked him- 
self into political reporting. After the failure of The New 
York World in 1931, Mr. Lindley became a political writer 
for The New York Tribune. In the late 1930’s, he became 
head of the Washington Bureau of Newsweek, and also be- 
gan writing a syndicated column on analysis of national and 
international affairs. 

In his long and distinguished lecture career, Mr. Lindley 
has been honored by being a lecturer for the National War 
College, Air War College and Naval War College. He was 
also chosen to moderate the Defense Department World Af- 
fairs films and Newsweek Magazine’s Periscope Panel. 

, - At present, in addition to being Director of the Washing- 
ton Bureau of Newsweek, Mr. Lindley makes numerous ap- 
pearances as a radio and television commentator.
